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Theme 
park 
finances 
questioned

Professional and personal 
financial difficulties for the pro- 
ject manager working on the 
$160 million theme park pro- 
posed to be developed south of 
Grayling has raised the eye- 
brows of some Graying area res- 
idents and officials. 

Information regarding the 
financial troubles for Patrick 
Crosson, the project manager 
for the Mainstreet America, Inc. 
theme park, was recently pro- 
vided to state and Crawford 
County offtcials. 

Axiom Entertainment, a com- 
pany Crosson is involved with, 
is planning to build the theme 
park and water park on 1,800 


acres of land located east of I-75 ° 


and north of Four Mile Road. 

In 1993, Crosson served as the 
Chief Operating Officer of GRP 
Development Corp., the compa- 
ny that planned to build a $120 
million theme park west of 
Indianapolis. The park was slat- 
ed to be run by Entercitment 
LLC, a subsidiary of GRP 
Development Corp. 

The project experienced a 
ruinber of difficulties, including 
‘multi-million disputes over 
unpaid contractor bills. Nearly 
two dozen financial backers, 
contractors, suppliers and agen- 
cies, including the State of 
Indiana Department of Revenue,

City offers early retirement 
window to police officers

Grayling City officials are 
going through the steps that 
would allow half of the police 
force to retire. . 

The Grayling City Council, at 
their Aug. 13 meeting, approved 
a resolution directing the 
Michigan Employee Retirement 
System (MERS) to offer an 
early-retirement window to the 
city’s senior police officers. 

Under the proposal, officers 
who are 55-years-old with 20 
years of service with the depart- 
ment, would be eligible to take 
advantage of the opportunity. 

Grayling City Police Detective 
Dennis Long, and Officers 
Robert Butzin and Karl DeVries 
could opt to accept the retire- 
ment offer. 

Under terms of the retirement 
deal, the officers would receive 
an enhanced pension benefit. 
The proposal also includes pro- 
visions for health care benefits 
for the spouses of the officers, 

Earlier this year, Grayling City 
Manager David Thayer said that 
it was too costly to provide 
enhanced pensions benefits to 
the officers. Thayer, however, 
said that recent information 
received from MERS made 


boosting the retirement benefits 
more feasible. 

Thayer said it would cost the 
city between $55,000 and 
$60,000 over a 28-year period to 
enhance the retirement benefits 
for the three officers. 

Thayer said the city would be 
able to recoup the cost by brin- 
ing in younger officers, who 
would receive lower salaries. 
The city is also considering 
eliminating an officer’s position 
from the department in order to 
balance the budget for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, Thayer said. 

The officers will have between 
Sept. | and Nov. 30 to take 
advantage of the offer. 

“The key thing is we have peo- 
ple who are ready to retire, and 
we're not holding them up,” 
Thayer said. 

The City of Grayling and the 
Fraternal] Order of Police, which 
represents the Grayling City 
Police officers, are waiting for a 


binding arbitration hearing 
before the Michigan 
Employment Relations 
Commission,

ing under terms of a contract

The Crawford AuSable 
School Board approved a one- 
year pact with the district's 
teachers. 

The board, at its regular 
monthly meeting last week, rat- 
ified a One-year contract 
between the Crawford AuSable 
Federation of Teachers and the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District. 

There are 140 teachers repre- 
sented by the teacher’s union, 
said Mike Dunckel, — the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District’s business manager. 

As part of the contract negoti- 
ations, the teachers agreed to 
forgo a pay increase unless stu- 
dent enrollment increases or 
state lawmakers approve addi- 
tional school funding. 

Crawford AuSable Schools 
Superintendent Joe Powers said 
teachers will receive an cighth 
of a percent increase for cach 
additional five students enrolled 
in the district this fall.

state’s fiscal year, to approve 
school funding. 

“The teachers agreed to a 
zero-percent pay increasc, 
unless we receive more students 
and more dollars from the 
state,” Powers said. “It’s a good 
faith effort on both sides and it’s 
protecting both stdes.” 

The district also changed the 
health insurance plans offered 
to the teachers. The district now 
offers four health insurance plan 
options instead of the two pre- 
viously offered. The plans vary 
on the co-payments and the pre- 
mium payment the teachers 
must pay for the health care 
coverage, which will result in a 
cost savings for the school dis- 
trict, 

“It’s basically four plans and 
they choose what works best for 
their family,” Powers said. 

Finally, the teachers agreed to 
have their retirement — plan 
changed from the district paying 
into a retirement annuity plan 
rather than paying cash pay- 
ments to the teachers, Powers 
said, 

The change has the potential 
to save the district from paying 
$100,000 in Social Security 
taxes for the employees over the 
next several years, Powers said.

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LABOR DAY in this country has 
become traditional in many ways. 

It provides the last weekend of sum- 
mer, and the chance to cram into the 
three-day holiday all the things you've 
planned to do all summer but didn't 
quite get around to. 

That means a few more days at the 
summer cottage, or backyard barbecues, 
or family reunions and get-togethers, or 
a round of golf with friends or relatives, 
or going to a ball game, or taking ina 
community festival, or catching up on 
chores around the house, or just general- 
ly goofing off. 

Labor Day didn’t start that way. 

In 1882, the idea of a national obser- 
vance to honor working people arose 
either from Peter J. McGuire, founder of 
the United Brotherhood of Carpenters, 
or from Matthew Maguire, a machinist 
from Paterson, NJ, or maybe both of 
them.

Labor Day origin goes back ... maybe WAY back 


with first suggesting the idea, but maybe 
it was Mr. Maguire. Both are credited 
with putting together the first Labor Day 
parade in New York City in September 
1882. 

Organized labor promoted making 
Labor Day a national holiday, and in 
1887 Oregon became the first state to 
recognize Labor Day as a state holiday. 

Seven years later, President Grover 
Cleveland in 1894 signed the law mak- 
ing Labor Day a federal holiday.

ACCORDING TO the World Book 
Encyclopedia (from which much of the 
foregoing information is drawn), Labor 
Day is observed throughout the United 
States and Canada, with labor organiza- 
tions sponsoring a variety of activities. 

In Australia, Labor Day has been 
called Eight Hour Day, specifically hon- 
oring the struggle to establish an eight- 
hour work day. 
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Workers, Detroit regularly made its 
Labor Day Parade an extravaganza, 
especially in election years, with politi- 
cians and public figures vying for the 
best possible position among thousands 
of marchers and spectators. 

In many countries, May | each year is 
the date set aside to honor workers, 
probably because May 1 is the church 
feast day for St. Joseph the Worker. 

Some communist nations have appro- 
priated May | to celebrate their political 
philosophy, and in past years, Russia and 
China, among others, displayed their 
military might in May | parades of sol- 
diers and weaponry. 

Labor Day in America also generally 
hails the beginning of the traditional 
American school year. Colleges and uni- 
versities usually start fall classes about 
this time, and college football grabs the 
nation’s sporting attention. 

‘In Michigan, under state law, local 
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after Labor Day, although school sports 
teams and marching bands have been 
practicing for weeks. 

In most communities, labor union’s 
role on Labor Day usually is modest, if 
the union decides upon any observance 
at all. That’s up to the individual organi- 
zation. 

* * * 

ALTHOUGH LABOR unions were 
primarily responsible for establishing 
Labor Day in the beginning, the holi- 
day’s reach is far more extensive. 

Labor Day was started to honor all 
working men and women, not only 
union members, 

Most of us, from hamburger flipper to 
corporate executive, consider ourselves 
working people, and the Labor Day hol- 
iday should honor all of us who work for 
a living. In some way or another, that 
means all of us. 

In America, as noted earlier, Labor

But a holiday that honors labor and 
those who perform it may go much fur- 
ther back in history than that. 

The first book of the Bible, Genesis, 
describes the labors of God in creating 
heaven and earth, the land and the seas, 
the sun and the moon and the skies, the 
fish and the birds and the animals, and 
the first man and woman, Adam ahd 
Eve. 

For six days He labored, Genesis tells 
us, and on the seventh day, He rested.’ 

Maybe that seventh day was the very 
first Labor Day observance, and most of 
us observe Labor Day doing the same 
thing God did on his seventh day of cre- 
ation.

As a former member if the 
Citizen’s Advisory Committee 
at Nokomis Challenge Center 


in Houghton Lake, I was 
shocked when ‘F heard rumérs 
that that center might close. I 
was also concerned because | 
am a member of several com- 
munity groups who have bene- 
fited from the work that the 
juveniles do in our community. 
These concerns prompted me 
to investigate the future status of 
Nokomis. 1 checked with the 
MI Dept. of Human Services 
and Nokomis. My research 
revealed that two house bills 
#222 and #232 would result in 
the closing of Nokomis along 
with Shawano Center in 
Crawford County. Both bills 
are supported by our district’s 
senator, Michelle McManus. 
Her support to end funding 
for the district’s two public 
juvenile treatment facilities 
ought to frighten northern 
Michigan residents, Closing or

Could Houghton Lake or 
Grayling schools, and taxpay- 
ers, afford 40 special needs stu- 
dents each? In addition, per 
diem, the cost to house, treat 
and care for one youth for one 
day, is as much and often more 
at a private provider than at 
Nokomis or Shawano, once the 
“hidden” taxpayer cost of 
schooling, medical services and 
the other expenses are counted. 
Privatization does not save 
money. 

Northern Michigan business- 
es lose.

DHS launches Web site for foster youths headed to adulthood 


Foster youths aging out of 


care are just a click away from 
services and support as they 
transition to self-sufficiency, 
Department of Human Services 
officials announced today. 

A new Web site, www.michi- 
gan.gov/fyit, offers information 
on a variety of issues and 
resources important to current 
and former foster youths, 
including housing, education, 
legal assistance, Wansportation, 
financial management, health 
and more. The site is the result 
of recommendations made by 
the Statewide Task Force on 
Youth Transitioning = from 
Foster Care in 2006 and includ- 
ed input from foster youths. 

“This Web site was at the 
very top of the task force’s rec- 
ommendations and I’m delight- 
ed it has been accomplished," 
DHS Director Marianne Udow 
said, “The site provides a heip- 
ing hand to foster youths every- 
where, whether it’s help in find- 


ing a home, tips for managing 
money, applying for college 
financial aid or seeking medical 
care," 

In 2006, 536 Michigan 
youths left foster care, or “aged 
out,” and research shows they 
are al greater risk for poverty, 
homelessness, unemploymen! 
and other negative outcomes. 
As part of the Michigan Youth 
Opportunitics Inittative, youth 
boards representing 30 
Michigan counties have been 
formed to help change these 
outcomes and provide financial 
support to foster youths in tran- 
sition. Members of the youth 
boards are charged with main- 
taining the Web site to provide 
updated information. 

Jen Leedy, 20, spent cight 
years in foster care before aging 
out recently. Enrolled at 
Macomb Community College 
with a major in communica- 
tions, Leedy serves as vice 
president of the youth board in 


her county and helped provide 
feedback on the Web site during 
its development. 

"We provided a lot of sugges- 
tions about what information 
would be interesting to people 
of our age, what would be use- 
ful. and what would catch our 
eye," Leedy said. "This site 
makes it so easy to find all the 
information instead of search- 
ing through Google or all the 
other sites, | hope more states 
do the same thing.” 

Michigan’s efforts to improve 
supports for foster youths aging 
out have attracted national 


alfention, including the 
National Governors 
Association and the Pew 
Commission on Children in 


Foster Care. 

"It is a myth to assume a 
child of 18, who may still be 
enrolled in high school, is ready 
for independence,” Udow said. 
"While a Web site cannot pro- 
vide food, clothing and a secure 


Financial improvement plan implemented at hospital 


. Financial necessity is forcing 
hard decisions at Mercy Hospital 
Grayling. 

During fiscal year 2007, the 
hospital experienced.a $1.4 mil- 
lion shortfall in earnings, result- 
ing in a net loss of $375,000, A 


financial improvement plan for 


the hospital and related physician 
network is now under way. 

Mercy Hospital Grayling CEO 
Stephanie Riemer-Matuzak said 
as an immediate step several 
positions are being eliminated or 
put on hold. The actions will 
affect seven people. 

“We are a close-knit group 
here and that makes this action 
very difficult,” Riemer-Matuzak 
said. “We have an extremely car- 
ing staff at both the hospital and 
in our physician network.” 

Riemer-Matuzak attributed 
much of the loss to growing pains 
and said problems developed 
beeause the hospital increased 
certain services at the hospital 
and its clinics to support continu- 
ing growth. “Tt is a matter of bal- 
ance,” she satd. “Growth was less 
than anticipated, preventing us

instead of bus numbers, making 
il easier for children to find their 
bus, especially if the bus is pulled 
out of rotation for maintenance. 

“It's easier for a child to look at 
a character rather than a bus 
number,” Vollmer said. 

Pre-school and kindergarten 
students sit in the first rows of 
the bus near the driver during 
their initial school years. 

“Thats automatic — they don’t 
go back past the first couple of 
rows of seats so we can look after 
them,” Demaray said, 

Parents are encouraged to 
teach their children school bus 
safety rules and to stay out of the 
danger zones, which are at the 
back of the bus and on the dri- 
ver’s side where there are passing 
cars, 

While waiting for the bus, stu- 
dents are urged to stay a safe dis- 
tance from the roadway, avoid 
pushing and horseplay and to 
stay away from wheels when the 
bus arrives. 

While crossing in front of the 
bus, children are urged to stop at 
the edge of the bus, look right 
and left, look for the driver for a 
signal to cross and to keep 
watching for traffic as they walk 
to the bus. 

If a paper or an object goes 
under the bus, children are 
directed to ask the driver for 
help, 

“It’s all about safety, and the 
driver will do whatever they can 
do to help you if they can,” 
Vollmer said, 

AAA also offers these rules of 
school bus safety to motorists: 

¢ when the yellow lights are 
flashing, prepare to stop. 

* when the red lights are flash- 
ing, stop no closer than 20 feet 
from the bus. 

¢ when the red lights are turned 
off, proceed with caution.

Theme park finances questioned

placed liens, claims and encum- 
brances on the property. 

The developers eventually 
claimed bankruptcy, and the 
property for the theme park in 
Indiana was sold and rezoned for 
use as warehouses. 

State and local officials also 
fearned that Crosson and his wife 
filed for Chapter 13 Bankruptcy 
on Jan. 25, 2002 in the U.S. 
Bankruptcy Court for The 
Eastern District of Michigan. 
The case was discharged on May 
9, 2006. 

Grayling Township planners 
approved the conceptual plan for 
Main Street America, Inc. in 
May, a step required by 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) to have the 
property appraised for the poten- 
tial sale to the developers. 

The Grayling Township 
Planning Commission approved 
zoning for the theme park in July. 

While officials have been deal- 
ing with the zoning for the proj- 
ect, Curt Jansen, chairman of the 
Grayling Township Planning 
Commission, said news of 
Crosson’s past business deals is 
an issue they must look into. 

“His personal finances are a 
concern, but it’s not a deal break- 
er,” Jansen said. “It raises some 
eyebrows, and it’s cause for con- 
cern, but tt doesn’t mean we 
wouldn’t cooperate with him.” 

Jansen said the development 
company should bring other 


investors to Grayling to address 
the financtal concerns. 

“Any damage control would be 
best served by trotting the other 
partners into town,” Jansen said, 

Susan Haddad, the spokesper- 
son for the Mainstreet Aimcrica, 
Inc, said that Crosson parted way 
with the development company 
for the Indiana project six years 
before it went tnto bankruptcy. 

“He resigned and the reason he 
resigned was he didn’t like the 
direction the company was head- 
ed in.” Haddad said. 

Information regarding 
Crosson’s professional and per- 
sonal financial difficulties was 


provided to the Michigan 
Economic Development 
Corporation (MEDC), DNR, 
Grayling Township and 


Crawford County officials by 
John Bebow. Bebow, who lives 
in Milan, has worked as an inves- 
tigative reporter for the Detroit 
News and Chicago Tribune. 
Bebow has met with Crosson, 
and attended the July Grayling 
Township Planning Commission 
meeting. Bebow owns a hunting 
and fishing camp in Crawford 
County, along with a group of 
friends, 

Since the Grayling project 
requires the sale of 1,800 acres of 
public land and million of dollars 
in direct taxpayer support, 
Bebow said the public is entitled 
to detailed documentation of the 
full funding for the project. He ts 
also urging officials to scrutinize 


the attendance projections for the 
theme park and address environ- 
mental issues. 

Dave Stephenson, chairman 
for the Crawford County Board 
of Commission, said he was 
aware of the Indiana theme park 
project going south, but did not 
know about Crosson’s personal 
bankruptcy. 

Axiom Entertainment is seek- 
ing to bond between $5 and $7 
million through = Crawford 
County to pay for infrastructure 
and electrical upgrades for the 
development. The company is 
also seeking funds from the 
Michigan Department — of 
Transportation and MEDC, 

Stephenson said county offi- 
cials would ensure that the devel- 
opers would have the wherewith- 
al to develop the theme park and 
pay the bonds before the county 
committed funds for the venture. 

“We have been and will con- 
tinue to do our due diligence,” 
Stephenson said, “The county 
board will not put the citizens of 
this county at a financial risk.” 

Dave Freed, chief of land and 
factlitics for the DNR, said state 
officials will do an extensive 
review of the finances and other 
issues. 

“That’s been our course of 
action from the very beginning,” 
Freed said. “Before we make any 
recommendation to sel] the prop- 
erty, we want lo make sure it’s a 
viable project and all environ- 
mental concerns have been 


addressed.” 

Haddad said the Grayling 
theme park differs from the 
Indiana project, and will not pro- 
ceed until all investors and finan- 
cial backers come to the table. 

“No government money will 
be used until all funding is in 
place,” she said. 

Haddad said Crosson’s — per- 
sonal bankruptcy was “personal 
business,” and would not com- 
ment on the issue. 

Lanny Hagon, the owner of 
Doorways of the North, urged 
local officials to proceed slowly 
and look into the financial issues 
further, 

“in very leery, and has what 
we've been told about the theme 
park so far the truth, or are we in 
for some more — surprises?” 
Hagon asked. “We could be 
taken for a ride, and it may not be 
on a roller coaster.” 

Grayling resident Sally Hartig 
said she is skeptical about the 
park due to the low paying jobs, 
environmental concerns and 
financial uncertainties. 

“If he had trouble before, he 
may do it again, and we’re going 
to be stuck paying for it,’ Hartig 
said. 

Grayling Township resident 
Margaret Welch said she. still 
believes the park would benefit 
the community if it comes to 
fruitton. 

“Tf it does come in, that’s fine, 
and it if doesn’t, that’s fine, too,” 
Welch said.
